Many opinions have been expressed 
‘that the bureau heads have been 
running the division of fish and 
game and it may or may not be 
a difficult job to reduce this 
authority. 

The American Red Cross, Fresno 
and S Streets, Fresno, would like 
to have the fishermen who were 
in the Hume Lake area the open- 
ing of the trout season and were 
loaned blankets for their comfort 
and safety, to return them. They 
may be mailed or delivered to the 
above address or taken to the local 
Red Cross office with instructions 
for their forwarding. More than 
70 of these badly needed blankets 
are missing but we feel the anglers 
are sportsmen to the extent they 
will return the property after they 
learn what to do with it.

“Bven if the general fund did 
have-such a. surplus, which it 
hasn’t,” Mr. Williams asserted, 
“you can’t finence a perma 
program that way.” 

“Next year the program would 
still be with us but the surplus 
would be’ gone. Then we would 
be forced to find new tax revenues 
to keep the schoo] program roll- 
ing.” 

Mr. Williams noted that one 
school tax proposal for a three- 
cent-a-pack cigarette tax — has 
collapsed in the face of opposition 
from economy-minded lawmakers 
and representatives of. organized 
labor. 

‘In the meantime,’’ the senator 
said, ‘‘the governor has reaffirmed 
his opposition to any new taxes 
this year, and declared that he 
will veto any appropriation bills 
that would raise taxe3.”

plied by the Joint Legislative Bud- 
get committee that show that gen- 
eral fund expenditures total $674,- 
720,905, while estimated income 
for the coming year is about

“The. $31,000,000 shortage will 
have to be met by tapping a $50,- 
000,000 beginning-of-the-year sur- 
plus,” Mr. Williams said. “The 
remaining $20,000,000 in the sur- 
plus can be used for special ap- 
propriations, but most of this — 
about $12,000,000 —has been ear- 
Marked by the governor for 
civilian defense. 

“That. means there would be 
$8,000,000 left for schools. if 
there were no other appropriation 
bills pending, and there are plenty
